The Calgary Libel Suit 


Edmonton Journal. 


Whatever may be thought of 
the Calgary Eye Opener, it’ must 
at least be noted that its editor 
has not been slow to repel attacks 
upon his personal reputation. So 
much cannot. be said of those 
prominent in public life whose 
characters have been dragged in 
the mire through the agency of 
the Eye Opener. 

Calumny cannot be a virtue, 
and even the. highest motives 
cannot glorify slander. To tra- 
duce private character by false 
statements or base insinuations 
is not a proud achievement, 
whether by the Eye Opener or 
by journals more careful of their 
reputations. The onslaught upon

Mr. Edwards was virulent in the 
extreme. It might have been de- 
fended, on the ground that as 
editor of a newspaper, criticising 
public men, he was a public 
character, whose private repu- 
tation was a valid subject for 
examination, but if that ground 
was taken it would have to be 
admitted that the Eye Opener’s 
attacks upon men in public life 
was also justifiable. In neither 
case is it possible to enlist sym- 
pathy unless the charges are 

ased on the most conclusive 
evidence. In the attack upon Mr. 
Edwards proof is lacking, and 
the charges and malignant insin- 
uations fall to the ground. Those 
whom the Eye Opener has 
assaulted have not seen fit to 
publicly defend their character, 
as Mr. Edwards has. 

The libel upon Mr. Edwards 
may not have owed its inspiration 
to party politics. It may have 
had no association with those 
personages whose political careers 
and private characters have 
suffered disastrously from the 
exposures in the columns of the 
Eye Opener. It may have been 
actuated by most public spirited 
and laudable motives. But, if so, 
it must be admitted that it is 
something of a coincidence that 
Mr. Edwarde was assailed in the 
midst of a political campaign,and 
that the result was to muzzle at a 
critical time a publication that, in 
its own way, was damaging the 
reputation of the government,and 
that was particularly obnoxious 
to men whose fate was at .the 
time in the hands.of the electors, 

The Eye Opener is a public- 
ation as to the value of which 
there is wide difference of opinion, 
The judge who tried the suit for 
libel remarked that it had often 
struck him that the paper could 
have been of great value, but 
that it exercised a demoralizing 
influence cn the public. The jury 
disapproved ef some of: the 
articles published. Yet to these 
objectionable features, it seems, 
the publication owes much of its 
popularity. If the Eye Opener is 
ufpsble, are not also those who 
read it equally to blame? Many 
of its most racy stories are adopt- 
ed from anecdotes that are pub- 
lished in Great Britain without 
incurring censure. Yet in Great 
Britain public opinion ie aghast 
at the greater licence allowed to 
the continental press. The stan- 
dard of what is permissible is 
more strict in Great Britain than 
on the continent of. Europe, and 
in Canada the standard seems _to 
be more rigid than in England. 
Perhaps it is well that it should 
be. Obsvene literature ought to 
be rigorously suppressed. But 
public opinion will be quick to 
resent any symptoms of encroach- 
ment upon the reasonable liberty 
of the press. .

The news that a provincial 
Conservative convention is to be 
held -at the beginning of next 
month will be hailed by the Con- 
servative party throughout 
Alberta with much satisfaction.

Itis reported that the 
provincial government contem- 
plates an appeal t) the country 
without delay, and it behooves 
the Opposition to prepare them- 
selves for the conflict.that appears 
to be imminent. The Liberal ad- 
ministration is strong numerical- 
Ip, but itis by no means immune 
from disaster. Conservative sen- 
timent has made much progress 
since the last provincial elec- 
tions. Large numbers of new- 
comers have arrived in the pro- 
vince. Public opinion has not 
settled into any distinct groove, 
as is the casein older countries, 
but is still in the process of for- 
mation It would be no great 
surprise if at the next elections 
the verdict of the people reversed 
the decision given at the last 
elections. 

Whether complete victory re- 
wards the efforts of Conservatives, 
or whether the result is merely to 
strengthen the opposition, the 
outcome of the campaign will be 
of importance to the Conservative 
party and to the province. An 
opposition strong numerically a: d 
strong in debating power exer- 
cises a potent:influence upon the 
course of events. In the Dom- 
inion parliament Mr. Borden, 
although in opposition,has secur- | 
ed forthe conntry many measures 
of great consequendée.

vince to demand. Failure to 
grasp present opportunities would 
for years to come have a depress- 
ing effect upon the prospects of 
the Conservative party.

Supineness or lack of 
initiative would for years to come 
leave its mark of discouragement 
upon the prospects of Conserv- 
atism in the province.

Whether an official programme is 
adopted or not it will bring before 
the people more clearly the aims 
of the Opposition, and the objects 
that will be in aiew during the 
coming elections.

There is good reason for be-' 
lieving that all of what was!

turns. In a number of cases Lib- | 
erals who have been elected | 
heard some exceedingly plain | 
speaking, in private, from their | 
own supporters duri:g the cam-' 
paign. ‘hey wi r+ made to under-| 
stand that these supporters uo: 
not approve of the scale of ex-| 
penditure which has been reach- | 
ed of late, that waste on militar-— 
ism and bounties is particularly } 
objected to, that charges of rob- | 
bery on public contracts such as 
were made by McAvitty must be 
probed to the bottom, and that! 
grafting in general must be} 
gtopped. 

Since the election much to the] 
same effect has been said pub- |} 
licly, Tne Toronto Star (Liberal), 
in an article published the day 
after the election, declared it 
would bea mistake to interpret 
the Liberal victory as a declar- 
ation that the rank and file of the 
party are not sensitive to the 
charges of graft which have been 
made. The vote given, The Star 
said, was rather a declaration of 
belief in Sir Wilfrid Laurier’s 
personal honesty and a mandate 
to him to correct wrongs wher- 
ever they may exist. In partic- 
ular The Star demanded the 
elimination of the middleman and 
party purveyor and the purchase 
of ali supplies required for pub- 
lic service by open competition. 
Equally plain speaking was 
indulged in by the’ World (Con- 
servative) on the other side. The 
World declared that Mr. Borden 
had been hampered by the Tupper 
tradition and by the presence of 
men at his side who had used 
their public positons to make 
profitable deals in railway lands. 
It dernsnded of the Conservative 
leader that he rid himself of men 
who are growing smaller year by 
year, and that he call a Dominion 
convention to formulate a plat- 
form in keeping with the ideals 
of younger Canada. 

What was said privately before 
election, and has been said pub- 
licly since the polls closed, to- 
gether with the defeat of Con-. 
servative land grabbers on the 
one side and the obliteration of: 
the Sifton influence on‘the other, 
should be the means of giving a 
better tone to the new Parliament 
than was charactertistic of the 
last. 

The present situation places a 
very serious responsibility on Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier and his advisers. 
No matter what course he may 
pursue, it is only reasonable to 
expect that the Liberal party will 
go out of power at the next elec- 
tion. The growing popular aver- 
sion to the maintenance ofa party 
in power too long will of itself in 
all probability be sufficient to 
ensure this. If, however, Sir 
Wilfrid accepts the advice of his 
best friends defeat, when it does 
come, will not carry di:honor 
with it, and his party, even in 
defeat, will still be in possession 
of great moral strength. if, on 
the other hand, thereis continued- 
extravagance in public expendi- 
ture, if waste of the public funds 
by purchasing supplies only from 
sapporters of the Government 
still goes on, and if there is a 
succession of events such as those 
which drove Emmerson and 
Hyman out of office and have 
cast a cloud over the present 
head of the Public Works De- 
partment, the Government’s 
supporters will be annihilated in 
the next election. 

Sir Wilfrid has been given an 
opportunity not only to finish his 
work on the Transcontinental, 
but to put his party in such a 
position that it will not be a oase 
of ‘‘after me the deluge.’’ His 
place in history will depend quite 
as much on the manner in which 
this task is fulfilled as on all that 
is claimed for him during the 
twelve years he has already spent 
in office.—Farmers’ Sun.

London, Ont., October 31.—In 
St. Andrew’s church school room 
this morning there was a good 
attendance of laymen and minis- 
ters, when J: Campbell White, 
secretary of the Laymen’s 
Missionary movement, conducted 
a training institute to show lay- 
men how to launch the movement 
in their own districts. Mr. White 
presented the following table 
showing the amount of money 
raised last year,'the amount pro- 
mised this year, and the amount

Mr. White said: ‘‘We need to 
study ways of getting this work 
before the people. In this mis- 
sionary work we are not conscious 
of our strength until we see our- 
selves together, and it brings be- 
fore the whole church the mag- 
nitude of the undertaking. 
Church union is coming more 
rapidly through missionary work 
than through anything else, I 
am looking forward to a great 
national church in India, China 
and Japan as a result of their 
evangelization. One of the great 
advantages of working together 
is the economy that results. 
Another result is the complete 
elimination,of all rivalry in the 
foreign field.” 

Mr. White then took up the 
subject of ‘‘How Can a Church 
Congregation Reach its Maximum 
Missionary Efficiency ?’’ ‘‘Aman 
is unfit to preach anywhere,” 
said Mr. White, ‘‘who is no fit to 
preach everywhere. Every mis- 
sionary and ever layman ought to 
face the question: of what God 
wants him to do, and be willing 
to do it.”” Mr. White showed the 
need of making persona: sacrifice 
if the world is to be saved. He 
claimed that the way to finance 
is undoubtedly by the regular 
weekly offerings. Before asking 
any individual what he can do it 
is always better to ask what the 
congregation can do. An organ- 
ized canvass should be instituted. 
No congregation ever did its best 
for missions without a canvass.” 

In addition to this gathering a 
meeting for women was held at 
three o’clock and in the evenirg 
a mass meeting was held in St. 
Andrew’s church.

WELCOMING THE SCROLL. 


Toronto Hebrews Make Festival 
Religious Ceremony. 


The cosmopolitan section of Toron- 
to, namely the ward, never witnessed 
& quainter scene than was enacted re- 
cently attending the reception of a 
Hebrew scroll of the law, which had 
just arrived from Russia, and a wit- 
ness of the scene wondered for a few 
moments whether he was in Toronto 
or some little village in far off Russia. 

The Congregation Havre Lilias Yan. 
kor or “the Sons of Jacob,’ compos- 
ed of 28 members, had sent to Sched- 
lopka, Russia, for a scroll of the He- 
brew law, which was made by Rabbi 
Schedlopska, and it arrived in To- 
ronto, where it was received in much 
the same manner as it would have 
been in Russia. 

A procession was formed headed by 
a band consisting of six musicians, 
followed by the president, Mr. M. 
Sigal, carrying the new scroll, which 
was wrapped up in one of the pray- 
ing shawls used by Hebrews and pro- 
tected by a canopy decorated with 
Canadian flags held by four members 
ot the congregation. This in turn was 
followed by about 500 Hebrews, men, 
women and children, each one of 
whom carried a lighted candle or Chi- 
nese lantern, while a large number 
of people were setting off firecrackers 
and roman candles. 

One man had a can of kerosene oil, 
and he would occasionally fill his 
mouth with the oil and blow it upon 
his candle, causing a great flare up. 

The music was of the same char- 
acter as that which is played at a 
wedding exemplifying the delight of 
the paraders in their possession of 
the new scroll. 

The procession passed through “the 
ward” stopping at each synagogue in 
turn, when a halt would be made and 
the paraders to the inspiring strains 
of the music would:‘form in groups 
and dance the Russian Cotzatski, 
which, when once seen, would never 
be forgotten. 

The procession finally halted at No. 
83 Louisa strect, where refreshments 
were served to the paraders and‘ after 
the procession had been reformed the 
scroll was taken to the new synagogue 
at 93 Elizabeth’ street, its future
